Over 500 Visitors 


During the 10-year period from 
January, 1947, through December, 
1956, have been privileged re- 
ceive some 538 foreign visitors. Early 
records are somewhat incomplete and 
should added the list. 

Our visitors came from differ- 
ent countries, spread over the world, 
including Afghanistan, Nepal, the 
Belgian Congo, New Zealand, Egypt, 
Haiti, Indonesia, Turkey, Yugoslavia, 
Uruguay, and elsewhere.

Established State, Nation 


response the increased de- 
velopment poison information 
centers throughout California and 
the United States, national clear- 
inghouse poison control the 
Public Health Service and 
state clearinghouse the State De- 
partment Public Health began op- 
eration almost simultaneously early 
March. 

least poison information 
centers are currently operating 
California and several others are 
being planned. The first began the 
Department University 
California Medical Center, Los 
Angeles, September, 1956, under 
the sponsorship the Southern Cali- 
fornia Chapter the American 
Academy Pediatrics. The others, 
San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley, 
Martinez, San Leandro, San Pablo, 
San Mateo, San Jose, Santa Clara 
and San Rafael, began operation 
December last year under the 
sponsorship the San Francisco Bay 
Poison Control Committee. This com- 
mittee includes representatives from 
each medical society and health de- 
partment the nine Bay counties. 
was initially financed contribu- 
tions these medical societies and 
has received assistance from the San 
Francisco Chapter the National 
Safety Council. 

The basic idea behind poison in- 
formation centers make im- 
mediately available any physician 
information the ingredients 
materials child adult may 
have swallowed, and the recom- 
mended antidotes and treatment. 

The California clearinghouse, 
cooperation with its national counter- 
part, will keep poison control centers 
California up-to-date important

During 1956, the State Board 
Public Health granted public health 
certificates 285 nurses who 
had completed accredited univer- 
sity college program study 
public health nursing. 
Within the past years, 2,062 


have been granted their public 


health nursing certificates. The 1956 
total represents the largest number 


certificates given any year during 


this period. 

Nearly two-thirds the nurses 
1956 obtained their 
preparation universities Cali- 
fornia (see Table I). Before 1953, less 
than one-half the nurses received 
their training California. Since 
that time, the basic programs the 
University California Berkeley 
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and Los Angeles and Stanford 
University have been accredited for 
public health nursing. 

The out-of-state institutions from 
which the largest number nurses 
came 1956 were the Universities 
Washington (20), Minnesota (12), 
Colorado (9), and Oregon (7). 


With few exceptions, nurses who ob- 
tain their public health nursing prep- 
aration after graduating from school 
nursing and are granted the state 
public health nursing certificate enter 
the field public health. Many the 
graduates collegiate basic programs 
who are certificated accept nursing 
positions outside the field public 
health. One hundred forty-five the 
nurses certificated 1956 took their 
public health nursing preparation 
after graduating from school 
nursing and 140 obtained their pre- 
paration collegiate basic program.

“Tt was most interesting compare 
the votes the various districts.

smaller families, and presumably 


higher education, there were more 
YES votes. The smaller the houses 
and the larger the families, the more 


votes were cast. other words, 
among those families who needed 
oridation least and could easier afford 
private dental care, the votes were 
more favorable. Among those who 
needed fluoridation more urgently 
and could ill afford private dental 
the votes were overwhelmingly 
unfavorable. The factual arguments 
prepared the dental society, med- 
ical society, and health department 
joint educational campaign preced- 
ing the election, were way able 
pierce the emotional wall surround- 
ing the subject fluoridation. this 
respect not ‘they’ who lost, but 
actually we, since have not been 
able present the case form 
which would make the obvious remedy 
acceptable those who are most ur- 
gently need it. The best can 
hope for this time for the schools 
increase their educational curricu- 
lum for dental hygiene, and perhaps 
for the county hospital institute
